REPORT. 


Area. — The  Borough  of  Stafford  contains  an  area  of 
1.084  acres. 


Population. — The  estimated  population  for  the  year 
1908,  including  the  Public  Institutions,  is  23,562.  It  is 
distributed  as  follows  : —

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  June 
was  4,409,  compared  with  4,331  in  the  previous  year.  The 
population  gives  an  average  density  of  21-73  per  acre. 

Births. — The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the 
year  was  587,  of  which  294  were  males  and  293  were  females. 
The  returns  are  equal  to  an  annual  rate  of  2663  per  1000, 
compared  with  27-73,  the  rate  in  the  previous  year,  and 
27'78  the  mean  for  the  preceding  decennium.  Comparative 
statistics  are  given  in  Table  I.  Illegitimate  births  num¬ 
bered  22. 


*  Note. — The  Corrected  Rates  are  reckoned  upon  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  22,037,  obtained  by  deducting  1,525  from  the  total, 
that  being  the  proportion  of  those  in  the  Institutions  who  do 
not  belong  to  the  Borough. 
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Deaths. — The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year  was  492,  of  which  270  were  males, 
and  222  were  females.  There  were  152  deaths  of  persons 
who  did  not  belong  to  the  Borough  previous  to  their  ad¬ 
mission  into  one  or  other  of  the  public  institutions,  and  there 
were  three  deaths  of  ‘  ‘residents  ”  registered  in  institutions 
beyond  the  District.  The  corrected  number  of  deaths, 
therefore,  is  343,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  15'56  per  1,000 
per  annum.  On  reference  to  Table  I  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  rate  for  the  preceding  year  was  15-23,  and  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  1595.  There  were  4  uncertified 
deaths.

Infantile  mortality. — There  were  73  deaths  of  infants 
under  a  year  old,  which  are  equal  to  a  rate  of  124  per  1,000 
registered  births.  In  the  previous  year  the  rate  was  105, 
while  the  average  rate  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was 
125'5.  The  causes  of  their  death,  and  the  ages  at  which 
they  died,  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Table  Y.  A  third  of  the 
infants  did  not  survive  their  first  month,  while  at  the  end 
of  the  second  month  a  half  had  died.  In  this  connection 
I  may  say  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been 
adopted. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — It  is  14  years  since  there  was  such 
a  small  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases.  There  were  only 
6  such  deaths  registered,  giving  an  annual  rate  of  0’27 
per  1,000,  compared  with  1*71  in  the  previous  year,  and 
1  66  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  Enteric 
fever  accounted  for  1  death  ;  Diarrhoea  for  the  remaining  5.

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Phthisis. — There  were  38  deaths  from  Phthisis,  with 
an  annual  rate  of  1  '72,  compared  with  30  in  the  previous 
year,  and  a  rate  of  138,  practically  the  mean  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  ten  years,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  Table.

Developmental  Diseases. — There  were  47  deaths  in  this 
Class,  12  due  to  Premature  Birth,  2  to  Congenital  Mal¬ 
formations,  and  31  to  Old  Age. 

Local  Diseases. — There  were  176  deaths  in  this  Class, 
of  which  diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  caused  61,  Circu¬ 
latory  System  38,  Respiratory  System  39,  Digestive  System 
20,  Urinary  System  8,  and  other  Systems  10. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — The  district  must 
be  considered  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  as  regards 
the  incidence  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease.  The  returns 
are  practically  identical  with  those  of  the  previous  year, 
and  they  were  the  best  we  had  had  since  1894.  The  total 
number  was  51,  compared  with  48  in  1907,  and  153  the 
average  for  ten  years.  They  were  returned  as  follows  : — 
Scarlet  Fever  31,  Diphtheria  3,  Enteric  Fever  3,  Erysipelas 
12,  and  Puerperal  Fever  2.

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  31  cases  of  this  disease, 
compared  with  28  in  the  previous  year,  and  61  the  yearly 
average  during  ten  years.  The  distribution  through  the 
year  was  practically  uniform.  The  cases  occurred  in  23 
houses.  If  we  except  the  Workhouse,  where  4  cases  ap¬ 
peared  at  different  times  of  the  year,  there  were  no  ‘  ‘  return  ” 
cases.  Isolation  in  Hospital  was  resorted  to  in  every  in¬ 
stance,  except  in  that  of  an  epileptic  child,  that  is,  in  96  7 
per  cent,  of  cases.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria. — Only  3  cases  were  reported.  They  were 
all  treated  with  Antitoxin,  and  all  recovered.  One  was 
removed  into  hospital.  Antitoxin  was  also  used  to  protect 
“  contacts.” 

Enteric. — Only  3  cases  also  of  this  disease  were  reported, 
two  of  them  occurring  at  the  same  time  in  one  house  in 
South  Backwalls.  Unfortunately  the  Hospital  was  not 
ready  for  their  reception,  and  they  had  to  be  treated  at 
home.  They  recovered,  and  the  disease  did  not  spread. 
The  third  case  was  too  ill  to  be  moved  when  discovered, 
and  it  proved  fatal.  It  is  difficult  to  speak  with  certainty 
of  the  source  of  infection. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  two  cases  of  this  disease  happened 
in  the  practice  of  the  same  midwife,  and  within  a  few  days 
of  each  other,  so  that  probably  the  second  case  contracted 
the  infection  from  the  first.  The  midwife  was  suspended 
for  a  time,  and  the  necessary  precautions  taken,  and  no 
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further  cases  followed.  The  administration  of  the  Mid- 
wives’  Act,  in  so  far  as  it  affects  this  district,  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Sanitary  Conditions  affecting  the  District.— So  far  as 

I  am  aware,  the  demand  for  house  accommodation  for  the 
working  classes  continues  to  be  fairly  well  met  by  private 
enterprise.  The  general  fitness  of  the  houses  for  habitation, 
having  regard  to  their  structure  and  the  open  space  about 
them,  will  compare  very  favourably  with  that  of  other 
towns.  In  four  instances  I  certified  houses  as  being  unfit 
for  habitation.  One  has  been  definitely  closed,  a  second 
has  been  repaired,  while  the  remaining  two  have  been 
reconstructed  into  shops.  The  public  water  supply  from 
the  Milford  gravel  beds  maintains  its  character  for  excel¬ 
lence  as  a  drinking  water,  and  it  meets  all  the  demands 
made  upon  it  both  for  domestic  and  manufacturing  pur¬ 
poses.  The  town  has  a  separate  system  of  sewers,  and 
the  sewage  is  treated  in  precipitation  tanks  and  then  on  land. 
The  periodical  analyses  made  by  the  County  Analyst'  show 
it  is  being  satisfactorily  treated,  and  that  the  effluent  is 
good.  There  is  now  no  known  pollution  of  the  water-courses. 
One  of  the  most  serious  nuisances  affecting  the  welfare  of 
the  town  has  now  been  abated.  Hitherto  it  has  been  the 
custom  to  allow  the  Statute  Cattle  Fairs  to  be  held  in  the 
main  streets,  and  on  those  days  the  conditions  existing 
therein  was  a  disgrace  to  any  civilised  community.  The 
filthy  state  of  the  roads  and  footpaths  was  a  menace  to  the 
public  health,  the  cattle  themselves  were  cruelly  treated, 
while  the  disagreeable  and  noisy  environment  of  the  “  fair  ” 
could  not  be  excused  on  any  pretext  whatever.  By  an  order 
of  the  Council  the  fairs  have  been  removed  to  the  Lam- 
mascotes,  and  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  at  last 
getting  rid  of  what  has  been  a  crying  disgrace  for  genera¬ 
tions. 

Sanitary  Inspection. — A  Table  is  appended  giving  statis¬ 
tics  of  work  done  during  the  year  in  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances’  Department.  Fifteen  houses  had  the  necessary 
repairs  made  in  them  to  render  them  fit  for  habitation, 
and  overcrowding  was  corrected  in  seven  instances. 
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Periodical  inspections  were  made  of  the  Slaughter-houses, 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  Cowsheds, 
Bakehouses,  and  Canal  Boats.  Thirty-one  houses  were 
disinfected  after  infectious  disease,  and  twenty- three  lots 
of  infected  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected.  Eight 
seizures  of  unwholesome  meat  were  made,  and  dealt  with. 
They  included  a  liver,  containing  an  abscess,  probably  tuber¬ 
culous,  the  remainder  of  the  carcase  having  already  been 
disposed  of ;  two  pigs— one  tuberculous,  the  other  having 
suffered  from  a  specific  fever  ;  three  tuberculous  beasts, 
and  two  lots  of  prawns.  Legal  proceedings  were  not 
instituted  in  any  of  the  cases.  New  Regulations  have  been 
made  with  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops 
as  to  their  lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing,  drainage,  and 
water  supply,  and  also  as  to  securing  the  cleanliness  of 
milk-vessels,  and  prescribing  precautions  to  be  taken 
against  infection  by  persons  selling  milk.  These 
Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  first  of  January,  1909. 

Notification  of  Tuberculosis. — The  Local  Government 
Board  have  recently  issued  an  Order  entitled  the  “  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908,”  to  provide  for 
the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Sanitary 
Authorities  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurring 
amongst  the  inmates  of  Poor  Law  Institutions,  or  amongst 
persons  under  the  care  of  District  Medical  Officers,  and  for 
the  taking  of  certain  measures  in  such  cases.  It  directs 
that  the  Medical  Officer  of  a  Poor  law  Institution  shall, 
within  48  hours  after  his  first  recognition  of  the  symptoms 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  case  of  a  poor  person  who 
is  an  inmate  of  the  institution,  post  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  Sanitary  District  in  which  the  person 
resided  immediately  before  he  become  an  inmate  of  the 
institution  a  notification  of  the  case.  Similarly  a  notifica¬ 
tion  must  be  sent  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  in  the  case 
of  any  poor  person  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
on  whom  he  is  in  medical  attendance  under  agreement 
with  a  Board  of  Guardians.  It  is  also  directed  that  the 
Superintendent  of  a  Poor  Law  Institution,  or  the  Relieving 
Officer,  as  the  case  may  be,  must  notify  any  change  of 
address  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  into  whose  district 
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the  patient  may  remove.  Sanitary  Authorities  are  required 
to  utilise  their  powers  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  infection  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. — Stafford  having 
delegated  its  powers,  as  far  as  the  public  elementary  schools 
are  concerned,  to  the  County  Council,  the  duty  of  super¬ 
vising  the  medical  inspection  of  school  children  falls  upon 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  I  have,  therefore,  nothing 
to  report  upon  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  contained 
in  the  Memorandum  (Circular  576)  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

Isolation  Hospital. — There  have  been  34  cases  treated 
during  the  year,  viz.,  32  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  Diphtheria. 
One  case  of  the  latter  and  two  of  the  former  disease  were 
admitted  from  the  Rural  District.  There  were  no  deaths. 
Needless  to  say  the  new  hospital  is  such  an  improvement 
upon  the  old  condition  of  things  that  one  wonders  now  how¬ 
ever  we  dragged  on  for  so  long  in  the  old  temporary  premises. 
The  staff  consists  of  a  Matron,  Nurse,  and  two  domestic 
servants,  and  the  administration  has  been  in  every  way 
satisfactory.  No  complaints  are  now  made,  that  1  know 
of,  of  the  presence  of  the  hospital  being  a  menace  to  the 
health  of  the  people  living  in  proximity  to  it.  On  the 
contrary,  one  cannot  help  noticing  the  fact  that  builders 
continue  to  erect  houses  nearer  to  our  grounds,  and  that  the 
houses  find  ready  tenants.

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Factor}  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. — In  addition  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  Tables,  there  is  appended  one 
giving  the  statistics  required  by  the  Home  Secretary.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Act.  There  were  299  Workshops  on  the 
Register,  and  they  included  163  ordinary  workshops,  100 
domestic  workshops,  and  36  retail  bakehouses.  The  chief 
industries  carried  on  are  Bootmaking  and  Boot  repairing, 
Tailoring,  Dressmaking  and  Millinery.  Cabinet-making, 
Upholstery,  Fur-pulling,  Box-making  and  Brush-making 
are  also  carried  on.  There  are  very  few  outworkers  now 
connected  with  the  staple  trade,  and  their  number  is 
becoming  smaller  every  year.  Although  196  is  the  number 
appearing  in  the  Table,  the  actual  number  is  less  than  half 
of  that,  as  that  figure  is  obtained  by  adding  together  the 
half-yearly  returns,  which  are  practically  the  same  lists, 
and  some  lists  contain  the  same  outworkers.  There  were 
120  inspections  made  of  outworkers’  premises,  36  of  factories, 
242  of  workshops,  and  250  of  workplaces.  The  general 
condition  of  the  workshops  as  regards  sanitation  did  not 
call  for  special  action.  Nuisances  were  corrected  in  two 
instances.  The  Bakehouses  were  found  in  a  clean  condition ; 
none  of  them  are  underground. 

Tables  of  Statistics,  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  of  the 
Home  Office,  are  appended.

Precautions  Against  Infectious  Disease.
